Both  the  Purchasing 
Branch  and  the  Contracted  Services  Branch  of 
the  Procurement  Division  are  headed  by  a 
Director  who  has  a staff  of  qualified  commodity 
managers  and  buyers  skilled  in  various 
commodity  lines  and  services.  The  Procurement 
Division  operates  through  its  branches  in 
Edmonton  and  a Southern  Region  Co- 
ordinator in  its  Calgary  office.

A.  Purchasing 
Systems  and 
Procedures 


This  section  is  intended  to  explain  the 
procurement  policies  and  procedures  of  the 
Government  of  Alberta. 

General  Purchasing  Policies 

The  Supply  Management  element  strives  for  an 
open  competitive  method  in  buying  goods  and 
services.  Therefore,  whenever  possible,  it 
encourages  competition  through  the  tender 
system.  If  quality,  service  and  price  are  equal, 
preference  is  given  to  products  manufactured  or 
produced  in  whole  or  in  part  in  Alberta. 

Getting  Started 

If  you  wish  to  have  your  name  included  on  the 
source  list,  please  contact  the  Procurement 
Division  in  Edmonton  or  Calgary,  to  arrange  an 
interview  with  one  of  the  Commodity 
Managers,  and  acquaint  him  with  your 
products. 

T ender-Procedure 

The  general  policy  of  the  Procurement  Division 
is  to  invite  competitive  tenders  wherever 
practical,  and  purchase  on  the  basis  of  prices 
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obtained  as  a result  of  such  competition. 
Invitations  to  tender  are  automatically  sent  to 
vendors  registered  with  the  Procurement 
Division. 

Tender  Submissions 

Completed  tenders  must  be  returned  to  the 
Procurement  Division  by  the  closing  date,  in  a 
sealed  envelope,  appropriately  marked  with  the 
respective  tender  number. 

Tender  Opening 

As  a general  rule,  tenders  are  opened  publicly, 
and  all  suppliers  who  have  submitted  a bid  may 
attend  the  tender  opening  on  the  date  and  time 
specified. 

Invoice  Payment 

Payment  will  be  made  after  goods  have  been 
received  and  accepted  at  the  destinations 
stipulated,  and  invoices  and  inspection 
documents  have  been  processed.  Payment 
inquiries  should  be  directed  to  the  recipient 
department  as  designated  on  the  purchase 
document.

B.  Commonly 
Asked  Questions 
and  Answers 


To  help  you  understand  the  systems  and 
procedures  used  by  the  Government  of  Alberta 
and  the  various  Departments  in  their 
purchasing,  here  are  the  answers  to  some  of  the 
most  frequently  asked  questions. 

How  is  purchasing  organized? 

The  Alberta  Government  has  a centralized 
purchasing  system.  The  Supply  element  of 


Alberta  Public  Works,  Supply  and  Services  is 
responsible  for  the  procurement  of  materials, 
supplies,  equipment  and  certain  services 
required  by  the  various  Departments.  In  most 
cases  the  materials  and  supplies  co-ordinator  or 
line  manager  from  each  Department  is 
responsible  for  the  specification  of  goods  and 
services  required. 

Who  can  sell  to  the  government? 

The  Alberta  Government  strives  for  an  open 
competitive  method  in  buying  goods  and 
services.  Therefore,  wherever  possible,  it 
encourages  competition  through  the  tender 
system.  If  quality,  service  and  price  are  equal, 
preference  is  given  to  products  manufactured  or 
produced  in  whole  or  in  part  in  Alberta. 

Although  the  Supply  Management  element 
deals  mainly  with  wholesalers,  manufacturers 
and  distributors;  dealers  and  retailers  may  also 
compete  successfully,  depending  on  their 
location  and  volume  involved. 

What  is  the  key  to  becoming  a supplier? 

The  key  is  bidding.  In  order  to  accomplish  this 
you  should  have  your  name  included  on  the 
source  lists  maintained  by  the  Procurement 
Division. 

Prospective  vendors  can  have  their  names 
registered  on  the  source  list  by  completing  a 
source  list  form  available  at  the  Edmonton  or 
Southern  Region  office. 

How  is  the  Supply  Management 
element  organized? 

Within  the  Supply  Management  operations  the 
two  branches  that  make  up  the  Procurement 
Division  of  Alberta  Public  Works,  Supply  and 
Services  are:  The  Purchasing  Branch  that  is 
responsible  for  the  procurement  of  all  materials, 
supplies  and  equipment;  and  the  Contracted 
Services  Branch  (CSB)  that  is  responsible  for 
the  procurement  of  all  Electronic  Data 
Processing  (EDP)  and  Word  Processing  systems 
and  services  for  all  government  departments.  In 
addition,  the  Calgary  Purchasing  office  handles 
the  procurement  of  materials  and  supplies  for 
Southern  Alberta. 

Each  branch  is  headed  by  a Director  who  has 
a number  of  procurement  managers  reporting  to 
him.  Each  of  these  managers  is  assigned  the 
responsibility  for  specific  types  of 
commodities/contracts. 
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How  does  one  obtain  clarification 
of  the  requirements  on  the  tender? 

When  the  specification  of  the  goods  and 
services  being  procurred  is  complex,  or  the 
statement  of  requirements  is  unclear,  the  vendor 
may  request  clarification  by  contacting  the 
officer  indicated  on  the  tender. 

Is  information  available 
to  unsuccessful  bidders? 

If  an  unsuccessful  bidder  wishes,  the  name  of 
the  successful  bidder  and  the  accepted  price 
may  be  obtained  by  contacting  the  appropriate 
procurement  official. 

What  is  the  provincial 
policy  on  Standards? 

Alberta  Government  uses  Standards  in  the 
acquisition  of  materials,  goods  and  services 
wherever  appropriate,  in  order  to  maximize 
efficiency,  effectiveness  and  economies  and  to 
create  the  greatest  opportunity  for  impartial 
competitive  bidding.  If  you  have  any  questions 
regarding  standards  or  specifications,  quality 
assurance  and  prequalification,  or  require 
assistance  related  to  these  subjects,  please 
contact:
